Medical Centre Receives 
Funds for Equipment

Centre Hastings - Warden Peter Kooistra and member of the 
Hastings/Quinte Joint Social Services, said he was pleased to 
present a cheque to the Medical Centre for $5, 810. for the 
purchase of medical equipment. With the medical building 
newly renovated and a new doctor and nurse practitioner, 
the funds have come just in time to support the needs. 

The County of Hastings received just over 2.3 million dol- 
lars over a three year period with the funds to be reinvested 
to support local human service priorities in the communi- 
ties. Included were health care, social assistance, child care, 
public health, housing and land ambulance. 

The Hastings/Quinte Joint Social Services Committee es- 
tablished a sub-committee three years ago to make recom- 
mendations concerning target area for spending the reinvest- 
ment funds. A large proportion of the funding, according to 
the Hastings County Social Services Department, was used 
to help realize the enhancement plan of Hastings - Quinte 
EMS (Emergency Medical Services), which has provided 
increased ambulance coverage throughout the County. 

“These funds represent our'commitment to reinvest in the 
necessary health care services which help to address the emerg-

Health Care: 
What's the 
big deal? 


We hear two distinct and contrary messages about Health 
Care in this country. First, that our social system of Health Care 
is the envy of the world, and second, that we don't have enough 
doctors to go around. 

Visit any rural Ontario town and you'll witness competitions 
for family doctors. Even larger centres are scrambling to keep 
up to the first wave of boomers. And everyone knows it is go- 
ing to get much worse. 

So, is the rest of the world so bad that they look longingly at 
Canada. Apparently that is true since we'll treat just about any- 
one who has been here long enough to get a health card. After 
we fix them up, they fly back home. 

Even though we have long waiting lists, a shortage of nurses 
and doctors, and too few modern life-saving pieces of equipment, 
everyone sacrifices to the holy alter of our public health system. 
Suggest other solutions and risk being branded... American or 
something equally worse! 


The rich don’t stand in line 


- The reality is that we have a two-tier system already, of course. 
‘The rich dont stand in line with the rest of us waiting nine months 
for a CAT scan. They make a day trip to Buffalo, pay their $900 
and are back by nightfall. 

And while those of us in line mumble and bicker about the 
unfairness of it all, we don't notice that the line just got one 
person shorter. Of course, the line doesnt move at all between 
6 pm and 8 am because we don't have anyone to run the ma- 
chine overnight... 

My argument is exactly that. Encourage private hospitals, 
clinics and doctor care. Everyone who chooses to pay short- 
ens the line and the expense of the public system. We'll retain 
more doctors from fleeing to the US and we'll all be happier 

What's that whimper in the back? Something about how the 
public care will deteriorate and that it’s not fair if the wealthy get 
better care? Please see paragraph 4 and 5. Oh, and life isn’t far 
in case you haven't noticed. Not even in communist countries.

Twice as many Canadian children are suffering 


strokes national study 


Twice as many children are suf- 
fering strokes than was previ- 
ously believed, according to 
new findings by a Heart and 
Stroke Foundation and Cana- 
dian Stroke Network researcher 
who is one of Canada’ leading 
pediatric neurologists. 

“We're seeing double the 
numbers of stroke in gener- 
al’ says Dr. Gabrielle deVeber, 
who will be chairing a session 
on Stroke in Children and Young 
Adults today at the 5th World 
Stroke Congress in Vancouver, 
B.C. “That's for both ischemic 
stroke (blood flow in the brain 
interrupted by a.clot) and haem- 
orrhagic (bleeding into the brain 
from a ruptured biood vessel). 
it's much more common than 
was previously recognized. 

Until recently, the incidence 
of both types of paediatric stroke 
was believed to be two to three 
per 100,000 children per year. 
Neurological experts, now put 
the figure at five to six children 


per 100,000. The Canadian Pe- 
diatric Ischemic Stroke Registry, 
directed by Dr. deVeber since 
1992, has found a doubling 
in the incidence of pediatric 
stroke over figures previously 
reported. * 

While less common than 
stroke in adults, childhood 
stroke has a big impact on so- 
ciety. The care required is life- 
long, over six or seven decades. 
The burden on the health care 
system is far greater, along with 
extra stress on the educational 
system and productivity lost to 
society. Dr. deVeber, a neurolo- 
gist at the Hospital for Sick Chil- 
dren in Toronto, is working with 
other neurologists to establish 
best practices for treating chil- 
dren with stroke. 

“Treatments for these chil- 
dren are highly variable, says 
Dr. deVeber. “It is vefy much a 


patchwork..What treatment a 


child receives depends on the 
physician andthe hospital. Many 


confirms 


children are only diagnosed sev- 
eral days after the beginning of 
their stroke” 

Dr. deVeber and other Cana- 
dian researchers are now lead- 
ing the first international study 
of childhood stroke. Directed 
from the Hospital for Sick Kids, 
it involves an international reg- 
istry of childhood stroke centres 
in the United States and United 
Kingdom. 

"This study will give us the 
information we are missing: the 
numbers, stroke types and out- 
comes, says Dr. deVeber. “And 
it will establish a network of in- 


. vestigators to actually do the 


trials. In order to get the num- 
bers you need, the trials have 
to be multi-centre and multi- 
nation, so you have to go to 
several countries and create a 
network of investigators. We're 
addressing that” 

Dr. Antoine Hakim, CEO and 


Scientific Director of the Cana- ° 


dian Stroke Network, says more 


study is needed into-the. causes 
of childhood stroke to prevent 
it from happening and limit the 
damage when it does. “This dis- 
ease can rob children of their 
future and place a heavy bur- 
den on the families who must 
cope with the after-effects of 
stroke, We need to make sure 
our children get the best pro- 
tection from stroke and the best 
care possible to restore their 
health? 

Dr. Dean Johnston, neurolo- 
gist and Heart and Stroke Foun- 
dation spokesperson, says too 
many people believe the myth 
that stroke affects only seniors: 
“Stroke does not spare children, 
teenagers or younger adults. 
We need to bridge the gap in 
awareness to ensure children 
who suffer stroke get immedi- 
ate care and comprehensive fol- 
low-up — everything they need 
so they can get back to enjoy- 
ing their childhood’

Boiled water should 
be used to drink, make baby 
formula, clean fruit or vege- 
tables, brush teeth or any ac- 
tivity involving children where 
they may have the opportunity 


to drink or swallow the water, 
such as during bathing. Boil- 
ing should be continued un- 
til well water tests results are 
satisfactory. 

It is impossible to see, smell 
or taste harmful bacteria in wa- 
ter. Testing is the only accurate 
gauge. Sterile water sample bot- 
tles can be picked up and re- 
turned to Health Unit offices 
in Belleville, Trenton, Picton, 
Madoc and Bancroft. Call to 
check which days the water 
samples can be returned. Pri- 
vate water samples are sent toa 
health lab where they are test- 
ed free of charge. Public health 
inspectors at the Health Unit 


offices will help interpret test 
results and offer information 


about water problems.

Fast 
growing breeds such as warmbloods and draft breeds need to be 
dealt with carefully as very rapid growth can lead to problems 
with the joints, or in the spinal column. Height is genetically pre- 
determined; as long as nutritional requirements are being met, 
4 slower growth is definitely better! 
Vaccines are very important in young horses. Vaccines should 
H be given at 3-4 months of age unless your mare was vaccinated 
less than 2 months prior to foaling, in which case, 6 months of age 
is recommended. 3 sets of faccines are required initially, before 
going to annual or semiannual boosters. 

Deworming is essential in young foals. Parasites can cause 
stunted growth, poor hair coat and even death in young animals. 
Foals should be dewormed at 3-4 months of age, and then follow 
the same schedule as their adult counterparts.

The finish line for him is that 
after 36 years of training and jog- 
ging race horses at the Camp- 
bellford/Seymour Fairgrounds, 
he has been given his notice to 
vacate the premises. 

Bob Teasdale, President of 
the Agricultural Society, has 
confirmed that the track is be- 
ing closed down as of Octo- 
ber 30th. 

He said the move made by 
the executive is based solely 
on a business management 
decision. 

“We have simply decided to 
close the track to further use, 
announced Teasdale although 
refusing to elaborate any fur- 
ther. - 

“I've got all kinds of answers 
from the Board as to why I'm 
being evicted, explained Lock- 
hart, “but I'm not too happy with 
the treatment’ 

He has been using the de- 
lipidated old barn and the 
track since the late 1960s to 
train pacers to race at harness 


tracks around the region, usu- 
ally at Kawartha Downs or the 
Belleville Raceway. Lockhart said 
the decision by the Ag Society 
means he will very likely sell his 
race horses and “get out of the 
game* 

His best horse currently is 
intimattator, an eight-year- 
old Match Scooter offspring, 
showing an impressive best- 
time of 1:53. With Jason Wood- 
ward in the sulky, Imtimmatta- 
tor clocked 1:57.2 recently at 
Kawartha Downs for a second 
place finish. 


Generally, Lockhart and his 
wife, Thelma Lockhart, who helps 
him with the training duties, has 
the horse out jogging five to six 
miles a day almost every day of 
the week except the day before 
he’s scheduled to race. 

Marvin also has a two-year- 
old, Albie’s Sheraton, that he 
is breaking in, currently trying 
to jog him gently and get him 
comfortable on the track. 

Lockhart has had a number 
of fine racers over the years, in- 
cluding Canadian Flight and 
Shelley Rick.

“Keep doing what you are 
doing, keep reaching kids and 
families, and demonstrate to 
others how you can help keep 
children healthy,’ he said. “Obe- 
sity in Canadian children and 


youth is an epidemic and often. 


leads to isolation and loneli- 
ness. We need to shift the cur- 
rent health care system to sys- 
tems of support, both at home 
and in the community. Others 
would benefit from the YMCAs 
knowledge on how to help peo- 
ple become a part of the com- 
munity.” 


Alarming Statistics 


Another keynote speaker 
was Dr. Magdalena Janus, as- 
sistant professor and Chair in 
Early Child Development at Mc- 
Master University in Hamilton, 
Ontario. She has been deeply 
involved in community-based 
projects and research in the areas 
of children’s early development 
and readiness to learn. 

She highlighted that: 

» 50 per cent of obese children 

become obese adults; 

°70 per cent of obese ad- 

olescents become obese 
adults; 

eYoung children are now 

more obese than ever; 

»Canada is among the coun- 

tries with the worst obesi- 
ty rates; 

eResearch shows that chil- 

dren who participate in 
play-based pre-school ac- 
tivities are less likely to be- 
come obese; and 

+ Research demonstrates that 

physical activity improves 
children’s overall mental and 


physical well- being. 

“Most problems peak at 
school age, but problems also 
take root earlier. Having a family 
support network is very impor- 
tant as is having a supportive 
adult in a child's life and learn- 
ing a skill such as swimming.” 
Today's family support network 
tends to be split. More parents 
are working and grandparents 
are no longer living nearby. 

“Today, there's a bigger role 
for community organizations in 
supporting children and fami- 
lies,” said Janus. “Community 
services for children can con- 
tribute to school readiness. But 
children and youth programs 
raust be universal. Equal ac- 
cess and equal participation 
is important. Healthy children 
are part of a civic society and 
healthy children lead to healthy 
youth”

developing healthy children 
through “play to learn” curricu- 
lums in YMCA child care cen- 
tres, peer mentoring programs 
in schools, youth community 


service projects and child de- 
velopment training programs 
for YMCA staff.

Meteorites are rocks that have 
tallen to Earth trom space.

The original 
piece of the 4.56 billion year old 
meteorite that fell to earth at 
Madoc in’ 1854 will be on dis- 
play at the upcoming “Madoc 
Meteorite Jamboree” 

The Madoc Meteorite is the 


first and still the largest aquis- 
tion of what is now a collec 
tion of 67 meteorites from all 
over Canada housed at Logan 
Hall, Ottawa. There have been 
3 falls since 1994: Tagish Lake, 
B.C., January 18, 2000; Kitch 
ener, Ontario, July 12, 1998; 


and St-Robert, Quebec, lune 


14, 1994. 

“The Madoc Meteorite is the 
largest and heaviest single me 
teorite ever found in Canada, 
says Brenda Rump, Events Co 
ordinator, with the Chamber ot 
Commerce. She is excited about 
the upcoming Jamboree, that 
hales a roundup of entertain 
ment only rivelled by the piece 
of the 156 kg mass of rock “that 
represents the ore of a planet 
in the asteroid belt” 

Meteorites are an unparal

How to Lawn Bowl 

Lawn bowling is distin- 
guished by use of a biased ball. 
That is, the ball is deliberate- 
ly lop-sided so that it always 
curves toward the flat side as 
it slows down. 

The object of the game is to 
obtain points by getting one's 
ball(s) closest to a small white 
ball, the “jack”, which may be 
anywhere between 75 and 108 
feet away. The skill, some say 
“the art’, is to gauge the curve 
to achieve this even when an 
opponent may have guard balls 
blocking the “jack”. 

The play may seem very rig- 
id, perhaps because instructors 
suggest that proficiency lies in 
being able to throw the bowl 
the same way every time; in 
that respect, not much different 
from ten-pin bowling or curl- 
ing. The art, of course, is in the 
judgment that guides weight, 
curve, and distance. 

Bowls are delivered either 
forehand or backhand, and nev- 
er aimed straight at the jack. 
Which a bowler selects, is de- 
pendent on the position of other 
bowls already in play. On the 
average bowling green six feet 
of curve for every 100 feet of 
distance is a reasonable expec- 
tation. However, every bowling 
green has its own peculiarities. 
Herein lies the challenge of the 
game and, perhaps too, its fas- 
cination for players. 

Rules of the game vary some- 
what from country to country. 
In Canada tournament games 
are played to 21 points, 

Lawn Bowling has a long rich 
history which can be challeng- 
ing for all age groups, as well as 
a great sport and a lot of fun. Its 
popularity is gaining strength 
again with all generations.

The Ontario Federation of Ag- 
riculture is convinced farmers 
in Ontario are paying a lot of 
taxes they shouldn't - taxes like 
retail sales tax on agricultural 
inputs, and taxes on fuels used 
to run farm equipment to pro 
duce food. 

Not only do these taxes re- 
duce a farmer's net income, 
they add to the cost of food 
production. As an example, 
an Agriculture Canada study 
for 1995 discovered Ontario 
farmers were paying $37 mil- 
lion in retail sales taxes to the 
provincial government. 

In 1995, that amount of pro- 
vincial retail sales tax represent: 
ed 12.5 per cent of realized net 
farm income, and with com 
modity prices as low as they 
are now, farmers have to find 
| wavs of improving their bot- 
tom line, even when it means 
demanding tax relief. 

When we look around the 
country at what is happening 
in other provinces, OFAss de- 
mands to the province are not 
out of line. Why should On- 
tario’s farmers be paying retail 
sales tax on items their coun- 
terparts in other provinces are

exempted from? It only makes 
us less competitive at no fault 
of our own. 


Exemption Changes 


OFA wants the province to 
adopt an exemption list simi- 
lar to the one British Colum- 
bia uses, or follow the exam- 
ple of the Goods and Service 
Tax administration in Eastern 
Canada. 

OFA also wants the prov- 
ince to change the wording to 
state that “at least 50 per cent” 
of the items’ used will be for the 
farm, as happens in Quebec, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Newfoundland. Now it has 
to be 100 per cent for farm use 
or it can't be exempted. 

it would also simplify things 
for Ontario farmers if they could 
use their OFA Membership Card 
as proof of farmer status when 
applying for retail sales tax ex- 
emption. 

These aren't huge demands, 
and the OFA feels it is time the 
Ontario government updates 
its regulations to include the 
changes OFA is seeking to the 
retail sales tax legislation. 

In an effort to make this hap- 
pen, OFA is calling on its Coun-

OFA contends farmers | 
paying too much taxes 


ty Federations and provincial 
Commodity Organizations to 
join them in actively lobbying 
the provincial government be- 
fore it brings down its next bud- 
get, expected in early May. 

Individual farmers can 
help with this cause by speak- 
ing with or writing letters to 
their MPPs supporting OFA’s 
efforts to bring reform to the 
retail sales tax act. 

Now, with rising fuel prices 
anu the unlikely possibility of 
crude oil prices being reduced 
in the near future, the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture finds 
it necessary to take a closer look 
at the taxes farmers are paying 
on their farm fuel supplies - 
gasoline and diesel. 


Fuel Cost Concerns 


Each year farmers use mil~ 
lions of gallons of fuels to run 
their farm equipment -- work- 
ing the soil, planting the crops, 
caring for the crops, harvest- 
ing the crops, and making the 
final pass over the land before 
winter. 

A report from Stats Canada 
shows Canadian farmers, in 
1998, had net fuel expenses of 
325,800,000 dollars, almost six 


per cent of their total operat- 
ing expenses. 

With fuel costs up 33 per 
cent since January, 2000, On- 
tario farmers are looking at a 
10 per cent reduction in net 
cash income unless the gov- 
ernment is willing to reduce its 
level of taxation on fuels used 
by farmers. 

Because farmers are price tak- 
ers, not price setters; OFA also 
feels it is critical that the Federal 
government rebate the Federal 
Excise Tax it charges farmers 
for fuels if further farm income 


crisis are to be avoided. 


Canada scores 


in WTO talks 


agreement 
negotiated at the World Trade 
Organization (WTO). 

Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Andy Mitchell said 
the agreement contains many 
positive elements for Canada’s 
agriculture and agri-food sector, 
including the Canadian Wheat 
Board (CWB). 

“We will not compromise 
Canada’s trade interests,” said 
Minister Mitchell. “Canada 
will abide by new trade rules 
only when it is clear that there 
is movement by our trading 
partners.” 

“Canada succeeded in en- 


suring protection of commer- 


cial confidentiality consider- 
ations, an important issue for the 
CWB; added Minister Mitch- 
ell. “An important related gain 


is that there will be transpar- 
ency provisions that will apply 
not only to state trading enter- 
prises like the CWB, but also to 
U.S. and EU export practices. 
As well, the final language of 
the framework agreement will 
have less impact on the CWB 
than in previous drafts.” 


WTO members committed 
to eliminating agricultural ex- 
port subsidies, and improving 
market access for all agricultur- 
al products. They also agreed 
to substantially lower trade- 
distorting domestic support, 
requiring larger cuts by the 
higher subsidizing countries. 
The framework is not a final 
deal but an agreement among 
WTO members that will serve 
as a road map showing the way 
to the next stages of the global 
trade talks. :

Access to Canadas health care 
system is the number one con- 
cern of Canadas front line health 
providers, just as it is for Ca- 
nadians, according to a poll of 
doctors and nurses done for the 
Canadian Nurses Association 
(CNA) and the Canadian Medi- 
cal Association (CMA) by Ip- 
sos-Reid. Moreover, the survey 
found that approximately 90% 
of respondents think Canada 
simply does not have enough 
doctors and nurses to meet the 
country’s health care needs.

Street Racing the 


Ultimate Challenge

About 100 to150 vehicles pick 
a spot each month to street 
race, 

Sometimes it only takes a look 
at the driver of another vehicle 
- it's a challenge. Engines be- 
gin to roar. Then another look. 
Then the drivers fix their eyes 
on the finish line. One signal, 
and they are off. 

Street racing carries high 
penalties with fines, possible 
imprisonment, licence suspen- 
sion, possible impoundment 
and higher insurance rates, said 
Steve Parkhurst. He furthered 
that a driver had recently been 
caught street racing in the Bel- 
leville area. 

It is not only dangerous for 
the drivers, but the innocentas 
well, with the mixture of horse- 
power and inexperience some- 
times leading to death. Police 
believe that the street is not the 
place to race. 

Once a month on a Friday 
night about 150 street racers 
choose their spot. They are 
pumped with the challenge. 
They choose their time and 
take a left hand turn north off 
of highway 2. 

Street Racing at the Shannon- 
ville Motorsport Park has be- 
come very popular with num- 
bers each month varying from 
100 to 150 racing participants. 
Street Racing is a chance for the 
young drivers with the urge to 
race with the same vehicles they 
drive back and forth to work to 
do just that at an affordable rate 
with a safe environment. 

“It’s a fun challenge,’ says Steve 


Pathurst who helps manage the 
event with his father, Jim. Drag 
Racing at the Shannonville Race 
‘Track has been going on for dose 
to 20 years, whereas the inge- 
nious event of Street Racing has 
seen but one year. Street Rac- 
ing at the Race Track is a once 
a month event, sponsored by 
“Battlefield”, says Pathurst. 

“I bet my Chevy can beat your 
Ford.” He relates a story of two 
gentlemen who were justsit- 
ting around discussing/their 
trucks. The discussions grew 
into a friendly argument about 
whether the Chevy Truck or the 
other's Ford Truck was more 
powerful. As arguments do pur 
sue with men on horsepower, en- 
gines and power for their trucks, 
the discussion grew into a chal- 
lenge. Up from their chairs, the 
one placed his bet, “Let's take it 
to the race track” 

“So they spent twenty dollars 
at the race track, racing three or 
four times. It was a neat oppor- 
tunity for them and they had 
a lot of fun.” Pathurst couldn't 
remember which truck won, 
so if you want to know, guess 
you will have to “take it to the 
track” |

The Oliver Farm Equipment 
Company was purchased by 
White Motor Corporation, in 
November 1960. in 1962, White 
Motor Company purchased Can- 
ada’s Cockshutt Farm Equip- 
ment Company and, in 1969, 
purchased Minneapolis-Moline. 
For a period of time; certain Oli- 
ver models were marketed un- 
der the Cockshutt and Minne- 
apolis-Moline names. Fhe White 
name began to replace those 
of its subsidiaries, and by 1976 
the proud name of Oliver had 
disappeared entirely.

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to 
break the barrier that is preventing an underground water source from 
flowing freely into a well. This is not a new technology; the process has been 
used in oil fields for some 95 years.

This system can also be used in wells where an area of bad 
water exists. We can go above and below where good water is found. For 
example, if salt or sulphur is found at the bottom of a-well it can be plugged 
up and we can fracture nearer the top in the rock where water quality is

The bird was report 
ed by a local resident and sent 
to the lab on August 10 after 
being picked up in the central 
part of Lindsay 

This is the second bird to be 
found with West Nile in Lindsay 
in the last two weeks. As in other 
areas where birds have tested 
positive for the virus, the Hali 
burton, Kawartha, Pine Ridge 
District Health Unit is stepping 
up its West Nile monitoring ef 
forts in Lindsay. This includes 
setting up traps to capture adult 
mosquitoes so they can be iden 
tified, counted and tested for 
the virus. Mosquitoes are the 
main wav West Nile virus is 
passed on to humans 

“We are entering the period ot 


summer when human casexot 
West Nile virus are most com 


‘mon, so it's imperative people 


fight the bite of mosquitoes, 
savs Anne Alexander, director 
of environmental health with 
HKPR District Health Unit 

Since West Nile virus arnved 
in Ontario in the late 1990s, 
only one mild human case of 
the virus has been reported 
locally. That case took place 
in 2003. While the chance of 
people getting sick from West 
Nile virus remains low, Alex- 
ander encouraged people to 
take precautions so they re- 
duce their risk even farther. 
People can find out more about 
West Nile by calling the local 
Health Unit office or visiting

Meanwhile, the Peterbor- 
ough County-City Health Unit 
has been advised that tests on 
a crow were positive for West 
Nile virus.

(Madoc Review July 30, 2004) 
Mr. McQuay cites examples 
of children being attacked by 
wolves in Algonquin Park, in 
support of his claim that the 
Grey Wolf is the beneficiary 
of an emotionally driven tree- 
hugger obsession. In each of 
these cases however the chil- 
dren were “rescued” by hero- 
ic fathers who rushed into the 
breach and drove off the slaver- 
ing brutes who sought to make 
a meal on human flesh. | have 
to ask though, what parent in 
their right mind would leave 
an infant of nineteen months, 
a small child or even a 12 year 
old boy unsupervised in an envi- 
ronment whose entire purpose 
for existing is to encourage and 
support the wildlife indigenous 
to that region? 

Before declaring open sea- 
son on the Grey Wolf in Ontario, 
perhaps we ought to consider 
the role of parents in supervis- 
ing their children in a place like 
Algonquin Park. Indeed at the 
rate of five non-fatal incidents 
over the period of 12 years, the 
statistical evidence argues that 
the Grey Wolf represents far less 
of a risk to human life than the 
threat of violence from other 
humans, particularly where our 


children are concerned. 


Mr. McQuay is the Chairman 
of the “Canadian Outdoor Heri- 
tage Alliance’ an organization 
representing those who like to 
hunt, fish and trap. if Mr. McQuay 
were truly concerned about the 


_susceptibility of the Ontario hu- 


man population to attack by 


predators, he would be better -. 


off directing the hunting drive 
of his membership toward the 
human predators who opportu- 
nistically seek out and attack the 
weak and defenceless among 
their fellow human beings. As 
for the wisdom of leaving chil- 
dren unattended in Algonquin 
Park, well, | ask you this: what 
parent among us would allow 
their twelve year old son to sleep 
out in the open in Queen's Park? 
At least the Grey Wolf backs off 
in the presence of adults. I'm 
not sure | can claim the same 
for the human predators in our 
midst. 

Mr. McQuay is quite right: 
wild life management should 
not be based on emotions and 
public policy ought to be deter- 
mined by scientific assessment 
of what is the greater good for 
the greater number. Mr. McQuay 
however cites absolutely no data 
that in fact supports his claim 
that the Grey Wolf is a threat to 
the human population in On- 
tario.

CARING FOR THE GROWING FOAL 

The first year of life is action packed, and as well as plenty of 
handling, your foal needs to start with optimal health care. 

Nutrition for foals is a huge topic. Foals will nurse and copy 
their moms to learn how to graze. As soon as they are interested, 
they can have small amounts of foal ration to get them used to ‘big 
horse’ food. They can be weaned at 6-8 months of age. Fast 
growing breeds such as warmbloods and draft breeds need to be 
dealt with carefully as very rapid growth can lead to problems 
with the joints, or in the spinal column. Height is genetically pre- 
determined; as long as nutritional requirements are being met, 
slower growth is definitely better! 

Vaccines are very important in young horses. Vaccines should 
be given at 3-4 months of age unless your mare was vaccinated 
jess than 2 months prior to foaling, in which case, 6 months of age 
is recommended. 3 sets of faccines are required initially, before 
going to annual or semiannual boosters. 

Deworming is essential in young foals. Parasites can cause 
stunted growth, poor hair coat and even death in young animals. 
Foals should be dewormed at 3-4 months of age, and then follow 
the same schedule as their adult counterparts.

I'd 
just be hanging around watch- 
ing and wanting to learn. They 


were nice enough to teach me ' 


and let me jam with them” 
At age 13 he started writing 
songs, and a year later he formed 
his first band. Playing weekends 
in and around his hometown 
not only helped him hone his 
guitar-playing and vocal abil- 


ities, it also afforded him the

Big break 
His big break came in 1997 
when he caught the attention of 
music publishers at a showcase 
during Country Music Week in 
Calgary.

Madoc - Madoc Kiwanis Club 
inc. was formed in 1948 with 
Ken Kincaid the Charter Presi- 
dent. For many years the meet- 
ings were held upstairs in the 
Blues Hotel. There were about 
35 members. 

In the early years, the main 
fundraiser was the Street Dance. 
Front Street was closed to traffic. 
Booths were set up for hot dogs, 
bingo and games of chance 
and a dance. 

There was always good en- 
tertainment such as Tommy 
Hunter, King Ganon, Tommy 
Cameron and a number of en- 
tertainers from Wheeling West 
Virginia. 

Every year there would be 
a Soap Box Derby and Bicycle 
Rodeos for the kids. The Kiwanis 
also operated the old arena for 
a number of years. 

In 1965 Bell Canada sup- 
plied the numbers and Kiwan- 
ians numbered all the houses 
in Madoc. 

~ In 1967 Kiwanis purchased 


the former Armouries from the 
Government Crown Agent Corp. 
At this time, the addition to the 
the Kiwanis rented it to the Board 
of Education for class rooms. The 
old coal furnace was replaced 
by a newer oil furnace. There 
have been many changes over 
the years, mostly all done by Ki- 
wanis members donating their 
time. Youth being one of Kiwanis 
main objectives, has continued 
over all these years as the Cadets 
and Scouts use the Centre every 
week, free of charge. The club 
sponsors the Scouts and many 
donations are made every year 
to Hockey teams and Baseball 
teams. As well, as much as pos- 
sible is donated for the benefits 
of handicapped children. 


The Centre is a very expensive 
building to maintain with heat, 
hydro, taxes, insurance and such 
and it is only possible due to the 
fact that all Kiwanis members 
donated their time and skills 
towards the upkeep. 

In 1987, with Dave Calvert as 
President, the Kiwanis took on 
the project at Moira Lake, mak- 
ing a beach and boat ramp. Be- 
fore this, there was no place on 
the lake for kids to swim. Com- 
munity support for this project 
was great. With Kiwanian Dave 
Calvert building the pier, Danford 
Construction donating thirty 
loads of sand, Hastings Concrete 
donating cement, Doug Chap- 
man donating his truck to haul 
sand and Kiwanis members do- 
nating time, energy and com- 
mitment. This beach and boat 
ramp has become a popular 
spot for kids in the communi- 
ty as well as repose for travel- 
lers and is maintajned by the 
Kiwanis Club.

Or even worse - we actually start to believe that it doesn't matter 
if we win.

The burning question is, what can be done to control the stray cat 
population explosion? We cannot act as an animal shelter but we will help 
our community work towards a stray control program that is both humane 
and effective,

“Red Cross branches are 
heavily involved in school and 
youth programs,” says David 
Webster, District Branch Man- 
ager withthe Red Cross in Pe- 
terborough.

Children’s Eye 
Exams Still Covered 


Parents, put an eye exam 
omyour list of back to school 
preparations. 

Along with school supplies 
and new sneakers, the Ontar- 
io Association of Optome- 
trists (OAO) want parents to 
know that eye examinations 
by optometrists for children 
19 years of age and under 
are still covered by OHIP and 
they are an important part of 
school readiness preparations 
for children. 

“Many families have been 
coming into our offices think- 
ing that their children’s eye ex- 
aminations will no longer be 
covered by provincial health 
insurance, says Dr. Shirley Ha, 
optometrist and president-elect 
of the OAO. 

“That is not the case. Children 
19 years of age and younger, 
along with seniors over 64, will 
still be covered’ 

“Just like the rest of their 
body, children’s vision changes 
as they grow. A comprehensive 


eye examination will monitor 
the growth and development of 
the eyes to ensure vision is max- 
imized for school and on the 
playground? says Dr. Ha.“Parents 
should remember that children 
are often not aware they have 
a vision problem because they 
do not know what normal vi- 
sion is. As many as one child in 
six struggles with schoolwork 
because they have an unde- 
tected vision problem! 


Children rely on their vision to 
help them properly develop a 
number of skills including read- 
ing, copying, hand-eye coordi- 
nation, and social skills. 

“Children do not need to 
know their alphabet or verbalize 
well to have an eye examina- 
tion; says Dr. Ha. “Optometrists 
have child friendly techniques 
to determine if a child can see 
well or not. Many conditions, 
such as lazy eye and turned 
eye, when caugnt early, can 
be treated successfully” 


CWF Applauds Elimination of 
Hunt Farms in Ontario 


The Canadian Wildlife Federa- 
tion (CWF) applauds the Ontar- 
io government's proposed legis- 
lation to outlaw the distasteful 
practice of shooter farms. 


Natural Resources Minister 
David Ramsay announced re- 
cently that the government is 
proposing to amend the On- 
tario Hunting Regulation to 
eliminate shooting of wildlife 
in captivity to take effect in 
2005. “We should keep wild- 
life where it belongs—in the 
wild. Not behind fences,’ says 
Colin Maxwell, CWF Execu- 
tive Vice President. 


Penned hunting has been re- 
garded as a value added product 
of the game farming industry. 
CWP has been a long time op- 
ponent of game farming because 


of concern over the potential 
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spread of diseases, like Chronic 
Wasting Disease, a sister disease 
of Mad Cow Disease. 


CWF first called for a federal 
environmental assessment on 
game farming in the late 1980's 
out of concern over the risk of 
disease transmission to wild 
deer populations. After two de- 
cades of frustration with juris- 
dictionalbuck-passing between 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments CWF took an unprec- 
edented stance by calling for a 
complete ban on the igdustry 
in 2002.

Freedom of Information Act: 
Students support inclusion of universities 


Ontario Students renewed 
their support recently for 
amendments to the current 
Freedom of Information Act 
which would include Univer- 
sities. 


FOI Act 

The Freedom of Information 
(FOI) Act that was introduced 
in 1987 excluded universities. 
According to the Canadian 
Federation of Students, free- 
dom of information policies 
that have developed since then 
have been haphazard on an in- 
stitution by institution basis. 

“Universities receive more 
than $2 billion in funding each 
year, said Jesse Greener, Ontar- 
io Chairperson of the Canadian 
Federation of Students. 

“Clearly these institutions 
should be subject to the same 
standards of scrutiny and ac- 
countability as those of oth- 
er publicly funded institu- 
tions.” 

The Federation says that stu-

dents are concerned with the 
growing numbers of private- 
public partnerships entered 
into by universities in Ontario

toes might be at either: public 
or private locations.” 


The health unit staff monitors 
and maintains traps that are lo- 
cated in areas that mosquitoes 
might frequent such as within 
the density of trees and shrubs 
and where there is limited ac- 


1 cess to vandalism. 


“Mosquitoes need to be alive 
to be tested for West Nile virus. 
The criteria is to have them in 
an okay condition,’ Loeffler ex- 
plained that a squashed mos- 
quito cannot be tested. 


The health unit's website ex- 
plains that Black Light traps 
use carbon dioxide and a light 
to attract mosquitoes. A cylin- 
drical light trap hangs from a 
tree perhaps. At the bottom of 
the trap there is a collection ves- 
sel. A fan in the trap draws the 
annoying buzzers into a mesh 
holding bag, where they are kept 
alive. Once in the trap, the mos- 
quitoes are unable to get out 


in need of care. 

Possibly, it is in the young 
musicans very nature, this af- 
finity to animals. One of the 


’ family pets, Thunder, the Mal- 


amute, was adopted. His pre- 
vious home was in a logging 
camp in BC. Thunder was one 
of the lucky dogs, one that was 
not mistreated, but his owner 
had to give him up.

“Mosquitoes caught in traps 
can be tested to identify the 
species, count the number of 
mosquitos trapped and iden- 
tify if any of the mosquitoes 
are carrying the virus, (West 
Nile)” The health unit assures 
residents who have traps set in 
their yards or near their homes 
that they are not in any more 
danger, but rather the opposite. 
“Traps encourage mosquitoes 
to fly to the area of the trap and 
away from people. 


Symptoms of 
West Nile Virus 


“Infected mosquitoes trans- 
mit West Nile Virus. Most 
people infected will have no 
symptoms or very mild ill- 
ness. Symptoms range from 
mild fever and headache to 
loss of consciousness, sei- 
zure, and weakness one one 
side of the body and swelling
